$100,000,000 Employe Policy 
Sets Record for Insurance 


A. new record in the size of a 
single insurance policy has been 
‘made by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, which yesterday took out a 
$100,000,000° contract with the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company. 
The policy will cover 90,000 em- 
ployes of the railroad, according to 
the announcement of Julius Krutt- 
schnitt, Chairman, and will go into 
effect on Jan. 1.

In fact it was said that he was not on 
the payroll of the General Electric Com- 
pany, but that the company. paid all of 
his living expenses and the expenses of 
his experiments. He held that sufficient. 

The trip which. Dr. Steinmetz had 
made to the West started Sept. 1, and 
proved much more strenuous than either 
he or members of his adopted family 
had planned. As a result he was forced 
to bed soon after his returs, on Oct. 
13. At the time his physicians an-

A cartoon in The Star tonight repre- 
sents the view taken generally of the 
advantage of American support of Great 
Britain at this particular juncture. It 
represents Poincaré going for Baldwin, 
to 1 him in the mud of humiliation, 
but held back by ‘‘Big Brother Sam,’’ 
who stands behind ‘Little Stanley’ and 
restrains- the Frenchman by a mere 
glance of his eye. It is, however, noted 
that France in giving way is apparently 
accepting the smaller and much less sat- 
isfactory of the two Anglo-American. 
proposals. 

Poincaré, unless he changes his mind, 
is very far from agreeing to the .wide 
cohference of the powers to review, the 
entire Versailles settlement, which Gen- 
eral Smuts put»forward, and is simply 
assenting to a commission of experts 
which will not be very different and 
may not be more effective than the 
commission of bankers of two years ago. 

Moreover, it is feared here that even 
this commission will be ‘subjected to 
severe conditions. It will certainly not 
be permitted to take into account any 
political considerations, and it may find 
that the French will impose restrictions 
even on its examination of the financial 
situation. Of course, all this will be 
decided by negotiation between the 
Governments, and when every subtrac- 
tion has been made there stil] remains, 
in the opinion of well-informed circles 
here, solid ground for action. « 


Expect Big Reduction in Reparations. 


Moreover, even Poincaré, once he has 
assented to the appointment of the com- 
mission, can ‘no longer adhere relent- 
lessly to the estimate of German indebt- 
edness at £6;600,000,000. One of the dir- 
ficulties of negotiating with him has al- 
ways been his tendency to revert to that 
figure\ whenever a discussion of more 
moderate figures has failed. At times, 
indeed, France has seemed willing to 
accept a settlement based on some such 
sum as £2,500,000,000; but that Has al- 
ways been coupled with an arrange- 
ment by which she would escape direct 
Payment of hér debt to her allies, and.

London Times Correspondent Says 
a “General Slaughter” Is Predicted 
Next Week in the Rhineland.

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The London Times 
correspondent sends the followiug dis- 
patch from Crefeld: 

‘In the ruined Rathaus I have just had 
the frankest confirmation from the lips 
of their leader that the Separatist move- 

- ment is, as frequently stated, merely 
, an attempt to tear the Rhinelanders 
away from their country by the employ~ 
ment of professional adventurers and. 
crowds of roughs, mostly criminals. 
There are collected in this town hun- 
dreds of men of the very worst crimi- 


nal type which I have ever scen among a 


the Separatists. Their leader, a broad- 
shouldered man with a sly yet com- 
manding manner, ‘told me frankly he 
was a professional bandit leader... 

1 have nothing to do with politics,’ 
he said. ‘I am not a German, but a 
French citizen of Polish birth, My 
Name no one knows. I am called the 
Captain.’ (His adjutant told me, how- 
ever, that his name was Captain Parsi- 
fal.) He continued: ‘I was brought 
to the Rhineland three weeks ago to put 
this. affair through by force and have 
been made commander in chief of the 
flying Rhine army. I have several 
- thousand men uhder me, all armed to the 
teeth. We have machine guns, rifles, 
hand grenades and revolvers with un- 
Nmilted ammunition. Frankly, the move- 
ment could not succeed otherwise. 

“*T am no raw recruit at this sort of 
thing. It is my trade, as you will 
realize when I tell you I organized the 
whole of the troubles in Upper Silesa 
and have been concerned in similar af- 
fairs in other parts of the world. Dis- 
eSpline I learned years ago in the Prus- 
sian army, where I was once a regular 
officer, and it is more than Prussian 
discipline that I shall enforce on my 
ough crowd here. I arrived this morn- 
ing from Dusseldort to fortify this place, 
from which we shall proceed to over- 
throw the existing local authorities of 
all the Rhenish towns, while meaintain- 
ing our hold on those we have seized. 
My subordinates are unduly nervous. 
Today, for instance, I was told that help 
was urgently needed at Duisburg, but 
fortunately the Belgians reass me 
that all was going well for us. We 
have assured supplies of money by set- 
ting up our own printing press. - Food 
is supplied to us from Diisscldorf. My 
orders come direct from Coblenz.

Executive’s Supporter in House

OKLAHOMA -CITY, Okla., Oct. 26 
(Associated Press).—Governor J. C. 
Walton late today was ordered to trial 
before a Senate court of impeachment 
on Nov. 1 on official misconduct charges 
presented by the lower house. of the 
‘State Legislature. 

The Senate set the trial date to con- 
form to the law allowing. the Governor 
six days.in which to file his answer to 
-the allegations and enter a plea. It was 
said, however, that should the Executive 
reply to™the charges beforehand,, the 
trial immediately would be started. 

Date for the arraignment was set fm- 


mediately after a board of House man- 


agers had presented to the court a bill 
embodying twenty-two charges, the en- 
tire number drafted by the House Com- 
mittee on ——— and Tmpeach- 
ment, 

The House ‘completed its bill of im- 
Reachment after five days ot consider- 
ation. 

The eight articles approved . today 
charge the Goyernor with issuing State 
police commissions to large numbers of 
‘frresponsible persons,’’ censoring the 
press, issuing illegal deficiency. certifi- 
cates on two occasions, falsifying his 
primary campaign expenses, abuse of 
the pardon and parole powers, receiving 


funds from various sources for his per- 
sonal use, and general incompetency. 
Charges Passed by Heavy Vote. 

The entire twenty-two charges were 
approved with heavy majorities except 
Article 14, charging that the Governor 
refused to permit capital punishment 
laws to be carried out. This charge 
was approved by a vote of 51 to 42. The 
article charging him with abridging the 
freedom of the press was sustained, 
82 to 7, the largest number of votes 
cast for any article. 

The testimony read today related to 
the charges involving censorship of the 
ress, the issuance of deficiency cer- 

ficate for a State home for negro or- 
phans and campaign expenses. 

Consideration of the charge that Gov- 
ernor Walton had collect large. sums 
for his primary campaign expenses in 
addition to the amount he reported drew 
from Representative Gibbons, Dem t, 
a pier —— — of those who buy 
public office. 

“I hope the vote on this article will 
establish a precedent that will strike 
terror to every man who rides to office 
on a pocket k,’’ Gibbons shouted. 
“I don’t care if that man is the Gov- 
ernor or a constable.”’ 

Gibbons, former Speaker of the House 
and stanch supporter of :Governor Wal 
ton,. left observers in a quandary as 
to the significance of his remarks. 
Some thought they indicated he hat 
deserted the Governor’s cause, while 
others regarded them as indicating that 
an attempt might be made by the Gov- 
ernor’s forces to start\an inv ation 
of other State 6fficers along this line. 


Waiton Bitterly Denounced. = 


Some- uf .the bitterest words. of the 
session were heard just before the vote 
on the final article ofthe bill, alleging 
general incompetence.

NAVY DAY AND ROOSEVELT DAY. 

Today is Navy Day. It: is also 
Roosevelt Day. Here in New York, 
where THzopore Roosevelt was born, 
there will be a dual celebration. In 
the ‘house in which first he. saw the 
light there will be exerdisés. ‘On his 
grave at Oyster Bay his memory will 
be..kept green by. the tribute ot 
wreaths. 
dressed with flags, will keep open 
house, and the debt of the country 
to the energetic Assistant Secretary 
who prepared the navy for the Span- 
ish War will. be the theme on many. 
tongues. During THEODORE Roose- 
VELT’s Presidency the fleet was more 
than doubled in size and it circumnav- 
igated =the globe.. There comes to 
mind, as showing his judgment of 
men in the emergency of war, ‘his 
reply to a delegation that called upon 
him when he was Assistant Secretary 
to oppose the selection of GrorcE 
Dewey as Admiral of the Pacific 
Fleet: “ We have looked.up his rec- 
“‘ord. We have looked him straight 
“in the eyes. He is a fighter. We 
“will not change now.” 

To the eng of his days no American 
had a sounder judgment than THEO- 
DORE ROosevE.T of an adequate navy, 
the best of ships and a personnel equal 
in skill to any in the world. His in- 
terest in the service began with thé 
writing of his spirited book, ‘‘ The 
Naval War of 1812,’ and it never 
flagged; indeed, when he became as- 
sociated with the Navy Department, 
atid afterward as President, he was 
always fertile in ideas for the im- 
provement of the fleet and indefatiga- 
ble in_carrying them out. So it seems 
fitting that his birthday should have 
been chosen as Navy Day. It is to 
the Navy League that we owe the sug- 
gestion that the annual celebration 
summoning the people of the United 
States to pay their respects to the ser- 
vice shall occur on the birthday of 
Tueopore ROosevE.t. 

The exercises of Navy Day will avail 
little in impressing Americans with 
the value of the fleet as our first 
line of defense if thought be not given 
to its status as defined by the Wash- 
ington. conference, that if shall be 
equal in armament, auxiliaries, guns, 
and personnel to the. fleet of Great 
Britain. Nothing must be left undone 
to maintain-this parity. There must 
be appropriations to keep all the units 
of the fleet; available for any emer- 
gency. There must -be a sufficient 
personnel of concatenated officers and 
trained men. At the present time the 
complement of 96,000 men makes it 
impossible to comply with the require- 
ments of the Washington ‘Treaty. 
Congress must not fail to supply the 
deficiency. That is a duty not to be 
disregarded, Let it be proclaimed on 
Navy Day. 


GOVERNMENT AND BUSINESS. 
~ Judge Gary speaks as a good citizen 
when he counsels business men to co- 
operate’ with President Cootipce by 
conducting their affairs in accordance 
with the sourid ideas of the Adminis- 
tration. The benefits would be greater 
if in turn the Government would co- 
operate with business men of large 
views. In that case there truly would 
be “‘no reason to fear there Will be a 
“serious financial or commercial dis- 
“turbance or depression. during the 
“ next few months,’ despite the con- 
fused outlook in foreign affairs. As 
the Judge recognizes, “ the great seas 
“are not wide enough to separate us 
“from the influences of disaster to 
“ Europe.’’ Nevertheless, “* we may be 
“ independent of all other countries so 
“far as business progress and pros- 
“ perity are concerned.’’ The basis of 
that paradox is that our difficulties 
are with our surpluses, whereas Eu- 
rope’s are with deficits. It is better 
business’ for us to export our sur- 
pluses. 

Says Judge Garr: 

Let us have faith in the future and 
do our part, proceeding always with 
good judgment, prudence and within 
the limits of our own resc:rces, But! 
steadily forward toward the goal of 
the prosperity which we know is ahead 
and will be greater than ever before. 

It is easier to have faith in our do- 
mestic future than in the. world fu- 
-ture, though the foreign outlook was 
improving even as the Judge was} 
ispeaking. Ifthe world would unite in 
@ war upon want, only the boldest 
would set lim*': to the production and 
exchange of universal necessities.

His in- 
terest in-public affairs, and especially 
in public education, was intense ‘and 
continuous, and the people of Schenec- 
tady elected him again.and again to 
positions of trust. When the Social- 
ists nominated him for State Engineer, 
an office for which he had no fitness 
whatever and in which his magnificent 
abilities would have been worse. than 
wasted, he fortunately had no chance 
of election. 


TOO WILD FOR DEBS. 

Mr. Eucens Desss, who knows the 
business of running for Pregident 
almost as thoroughly as Mr. Brran, 
doesn’t think much of Henrr Forp 
either as a candidate or as a possible 
President. Against him Mr. . Dess 
adduces the novel’ argument that he 
doesn’t know anything outside of. the 
automobile business. If Presidential 
candidates had had to pass an intelli- 
gence test, American history. would 
read differently. Yet Mr. Dess‘s con- 
servatism is shocked at the thought of 
what Mr. YForp might do in the White 
House.

It might be argued that if President 
Forp. displayed the early tendency of 
Manufacturer Forp to let expert sub- 
ordinates alone so long as they showed 
satisfactory results, he might make.a 
very good Commander-in-Chief. If he 
displayed the dynastic tendencies 
lately so powerful in his business or- 
seas | ganization, and appointed the Crown 
Prince’-commander of an overseas ex- 
peditionary force, he would be, as the 
phrase goes, not so good. Fortunately, 
there is no occasion for mere specula- 
tion, since Mr. Forp’s Detroit in- 
terview: sets forth plainly what he re- 
gards as the proper duty of the Com- 
mandér-in-Chief in the present crisis.

Hurley Contradicts Mortimer—-DI- 
verce Obtained by Mrs. Forbes.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The Depart- 
ment of Justicé is preparing to present 
to a special Grand Jury evidence of the

Crim- 
inal as well as civil suits will be started

which to proceed, 

“The Departmerit of Justice already 
has started verification of the bribery 
charges made before the Senate Inves- 
tigating Committee,"’ said Attorney 
General Daugherty, after his conference 
with the President. ‘‘If we can establish 
these charges in the form of evidence 
they will be submitted to a special 
Grand Jury for whatever action such 
a body may take.’’

FAR OLDER THAN ROME 


100 Tombs, Vases, Wearing Ap- 
parel and Jewels Are Discov- 
ered Near. Ferrara. 


FERRARA, Italy, Oat, 26 (Associated } 
Press).—Ruins of an entiré ancient city, | 
‘belleved to antedate the Romans by per- 
haps a thousand years, have been dis- 
covered near Ferrara.
